seems this is the period most peo- 
ple pick to burn, also, attempting 
to do a little burning when the wind 
is blowing is

dangerous 


thing. 


Don't forget that you are not only 


endangering your woods, but also, 
your house and barn. In fact, Ran-

Cities Battle 
Pollution of 
Waterways 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK W» — 
Industry — 


which has spent around one billion 
dollars to 
offset its pollution of 


air and water —is stepping up the 
fight on all fronts: Including 
its 


unfortunate assault on the nation's 
nostrils. 


Most states now have laws 
on 


the subject of pollution as it 
af- 


fects streams and harbors. A con- 
gressional committee 
this session 


is expected to look into the mat- 
ter on the federal level. 
Cities 


fight the problem. 
Foreign coun- 


tries also are adopting American 
methods. 
• ... . 


Cities may perfect methods 
of 


making once polluted water fit for 
drinking as far as danger of dis- 
ease goes and still have remaining 
problems of unpleasant tastes and 
odors in tap water. 


Industrial odors can be 
costly. 


They can affect the value of real 
estate 
and, as in the case of 


smoke damage, for example, ruin 
the sale of merchandise. 


Odors also create in-plant prob- 


lems, as well as ruckuses 
with 


the neighbors. Sometimes they af- 
fect the processing of goods, espe- 
cially foods. More often they have 
a direct bearing on labor relations. 


With industrial 
expansion 
the 


problems increase. 


Some of the classic ones 
are 


steel mill slag, nonferrous metals 
smelters, chemical 
plants, can- 


neries, slaughter houses, brevying 
—not to overlook illegal distil) ing 
of white mule. 


With all of these,, except 
the 


last, industry 
has grappled with 


considerable success, using 
refri- 


geration, air conditioning, improv- 
ed ventilation and disinfectants. 


Since the war several firms'have 


made a direct assault on the prob- 
lem by producing chamicals 
that 


combine with odors to 
. make 


them innocuous. 


The problem is attacked on two 


fronts. Industrial odor control spe- 
cialists say they use laboratory 
methods to study the specific odors 
on individual industrial 
processes. 


These may call for different chem- 
ical arrangeme'nts on special tech- 
niques in applications. 


Among the first to turn to this 


were restaurants. Cities also use 
this service, getting liquids which 
can be sprayed into the 
exhaust 


stacks of sewage disposal plants. 


Air guns sprayed into the stacks 


of ships improve their in-port 
so- 


cial etiquette. 


The second special 
classifica- 


tion is smoke odor control. Pene- 
trating fumes of a smoky fire of- 
ten can do great monetary dam- 
age to goods than escaped the fire 
or water.
